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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that one of skill in the art reading 
the specification would be able to make a F(ab')2 as claimed without undue experimentation because applicant have described at least 
one method a F(ab')2 in the specification including a working example. The specification at page 14, line 7 to page 16, line 3, describes a 
detailed construction of vector for producing F(ab'), and method for producing F(ab')2 by chemical coupling with (Fab')-TNB. 

These arguments have been fully considered but found unpersuasive because applicant argues with limitations not present in the claims.
